EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

According to Rule 4 of the Indian Forest Service (Recruit- 
ment) Rules, 1966 the field of selection to the Service both for 
initial recruitment and subsequent recruitment by promotion is 
the State Forest Service as defined in Rule 2(g) of the said 
rules. The original proviso (ii) to sub-regulation (2) of Regu- 
lation 5 of Indian Forest Service (Appointment by Promotion) 
Regulations, 1966 restricted the field of promotion to the Ser- 
vice further than was envisaged in Rule 4 of the Recruitment 
Rules, by stating that such service has to be “in a post of 
Assistant Conservator of Forests of or any other post declared 
equivalent thereto by the State Government with prior concur- 
rence of the Central Government”. The above restriction was 


removed consequent upon the judgement of Calcutta High 
Court in Civil Rule No, 3103(W) of 1.971 vide this Depart- 
ment Notification No. 16019|1|75-AIS(IV) dated the 16th July, 
1977 published in the Gazette of India Part II Section 3 Sub- 
section (i) dated the 24th July, 1976 as G.S.R, 1064, dated the 
6th July, 1976 by substituting the following words for the old 
restrictive clause referred to above namely : — 

"in post(s) included in the State Forest Service”. The 
restrictive part being ab-initio void the said Regula- 
tions were amended from the date of their promulga- 
tion namely the 1st July, 1966. Immediately after the 
Issue of the amendment the Government of Tamil 
Nadu sought clarification whether a substantive mem- 
ber of the State Forest Service with eight years of 
service would be eligible for consideration for promo- 
tion to the Indian Forest Service even though a part 
of the service might have been rendered in Tamil 
Nadu Forest Corporation, Similar problems may 
arise where State Forest Service officers rendered 
a part of their service in ex-cadre posts whether under 
the State Government or other bodies. As it was not 
the intention of the Central Government to debar 
such officers from being considered for inclusion of 
their names in the Select List of State Forest Service 
officers for promotion to the Indian Forest Service, 
it has been decided by the Central Government to 
clarify the intention by adding an ‘Explanation’ under 
sub-regulation (2) of Regulation 5 of the Indian 
Forest Service (Appointment by Promotion) Regula- 
tions, 1966. As the earlier amendment was given re- 
trospective effect, this amendment which is an exten- 
sion of earlier amendment shall also be given 
retrospective effect.

G.S.R. 592.— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of rhe Constitution, the President hereby makes 
the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to Group ‘B’ Gazetted post of Research Officer in the Policy, Planning and 
Co-ordination Division of the Ministry of Commerce, namely :— 

1. Short title and commencement : (1) These rules may be called the Ministry of Commerce (Group *B‘) (Policy, Planning and 
Co-ordination Division) Recruitment Rules, 1978. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of posts. Classification and scale of pay : The number of the said posts, classification and the scale of pay attached 
thereto shall be as specified fn columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and qualifications etc. : The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters 
relating to the said post shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

4. Disqualification : No person, — 

(at who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage wilh any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax : Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may by order, for 
reasons to be recorded in writing, and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these 
rules with respect t, any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving : Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for (he Scheduled Castes, 
the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time 
to time in this regard.

G.S.R. 601. — In exercise of the powers conferred by 
the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and in super- 
session of the Mica Mines Labour Welfare Fund Organisa- 
tion (Class I and IT Posts) Recruitment Rules, 1964, the 
President hereby makes the following rules, regulating the 
method of recruitment to Group A and Group B Posts under 
the Mica Mines Labour WclFurc Organisation, namely: — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may 
be called the Mica Mines Labour Welfare Organisation 
(Group A and Group B Posts) Recruitment Rules, 1978. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application, — These rules shall apply to persons ap- 
pointed to posts specified in column 2 of the Schedule an- 
nexed hereto. 

3. Number of posts, classification and the scale of pay.— 
The number of posts, their classification and the scale of 
pay attached to them shall be as specified in columns 3 to 
5 of the said Schedule. 


4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifica- 
tions.— The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications 
and other matters connected therewith shall bo as specified 
in columns 6 to 14 of the Schedule aforesaid : 


Provided that the upper age limit prescribed may be 
relaxed in the case of candidates belonging to the Scheduled 
Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of 
persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
Government from time to time,

5. Disqualification. — No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has enfered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to any of the post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the per- 
sonal law applicable to such person and the other 
party to the marriage and there are other grounds 
for so doing, exempt any person from the opera- 
tion of this rule. 

6. Any person appointed to the Mica Mines Labour 
Welfare Organisation in the post of Assistant Engineer on 
or after the 29th September, 1964 shall, if so required, be 
liable, to serve in any Defence Service or post connected 
with the Defence of India, for a period not less than four 
years including the period spent on training, if any : 

Provided that such person, — - 

(a) shall not be required to serve as aforesaid after the 
expiry of ten years from the date of appointment ; 

(b) shall not ordinarily be required to serve as afore- 
said after attaining the age of forty years. 

7. Power to relax.— Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorder! in writing, and in con- 
sultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category or persons. 

8. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations 
and other concessions required to be provided for The Sche- 
duled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes and other special 
categories or persons in accordance with the orders issued 
by the Central Government from time to time in this regard.
